**They say the pitirie ain’t nice ; nt you 
i nicer is live hs the ong ~ Lies teean, but 
if I want to make mone arming ive me 
the plains.” Strange on ar this is nothing 
more or less than the opinion expressed by the 
English farmers’ delegates. We tell intending 
settlers to make the mistake of listening to in- 
terested parties. Let them come and see for 
themselves, and they will very soon find thatjif 
theg want to made money by farming, that the 
kind of country to choose is the open prairie 
kind.” 

This paragraph is a fair sample of the brand 
of truth usually furnished its readers by the 
Leader. It contains three plain and direct 
falsehoods. Ist. That there is no comparison 
(in the sense of equality of goodness on the part 
of Edmonton) between the Edmonton and Re- 
gina districts; 2nd. That no such wheat was 
ever produced ar that from the Regina plains ; 
and 3rd, That if men want to make money by 
farming the «si kind of country is open prai- 
rai. As to falsehood No. 1. The Edmonton 
district has secured yields of wheat equal to the 
highest ever recorded for the Regina district. 
Its average yield per acre for the past ten years 
is much higher. Its recorded yields of oats, 
barley and potatoes have never been approach- 
ed by the Regina district or any other section 
of Manitoba or the Northwest, except perhaps 
the Red River valley, and have never been ex- 
Celled even there. As to falsehood No. 2. This 
is entirely gratuitous and aleo harmless. Every 
one knows that the wheat raised in Manitoba 
and the Northwest is the best in the world, and 
there is no need to quarrel as to which section 
yields the best quality. But it may not be out 
of place to point out the often stated fact that 
wheat, with all other grains, reaches the great- 
est perfection nearest the northern limit of its 
practicable growth. As Edmonton is upwards 
of 200 miles north of Regina, and as the growth 
of wheat is altogether: practicable there, the 
quality of*perfect grain grown there cannot be 
under the laws of nature and is not as a matter 
of fact, inferior to that grown at Regina. Al- 
though Edmonton is some 700 miles further 
from Toronto than Regina, and therefore the 
transport of grain costs something more, last 
year Edmonton farmers got as many cents a 
bushel for their wheat as did those of Regina 
for export to Toronto, showing that, at least, it 
was not inferior, As to falsehood No, 3, re- 
garding the comparative profits of farmers on 
the plains and in the partly timbered Edmon- 
ton district.
